formed France and Italy that she 
is ready to assume the responsibil- 
ity -of preparing the draft of a reply 
to the.German reparations note. 


The reply will be submitted to the 


allies with -the least possible delay 
in the hope that they will agree to 
its terms. 


Announcement to this e_ffect was 


made by Premier .Baldwin in' a 
statement to the House of Commons 
today on Great-Britain's reparation 
policy. 
Premier Baldwin sa'id it could not 


be made too clear in the interests 
alike of the -powers concerned and 
any one who might hope to profit by 
exploiting- the differences 
between 


th'em that the sole grounds of the 
divergence was to the best effective 
means of releasing the ends which 
were vital to all. The ends were 
the payment of reparations and the 
recovery of the security of Europe. 
To secure these ends, he said the 
allies "have grudged nothing .in the 
past, nor will they grudge ar.y- 
•thing in the future." 
"This responsibility,"

said, 


"was acknowledged and .shared . in 
equal, measure by the allies but de- 
volves especially on the French and 
British nations.

The sudden and tremendous 
development of the auto has caught us 
ail unprepared for facilities for both 
driving and parking, while bicycles, 
horses, pedestrians and children going 
to country schools have been practically 
driven off the roads. We do not need 
new roads as much as we do more sub- 
ways and overhead crossings, wider 
streets and roads, side paths, parking 
and storage places, etc. 


Above all we need stricter enforcement 


of traffic laws, for there are no laws so 
generally violated as automobile laws, 
particularly relative to speeding, which 
is the great curse and menace of high- 
ways and streets now.

The Conference for Independent Political Ac- 


tion which met at Chicago 
on July 3-4-5-0 


marks' an important period in the history of 
the American working class political move- 
ment. In view of the attempts that are already 
being made to discredit tho unified working- 
class political party that resulted from that 
Conference it is well that a fair presentation 
of the events of -that conference ie put before 
the public so that it may be on its guard 
against the flood- of misrepresentation that has 
already ieen let loose. 


The conference was called by..the Farmer- 


Labor party. AH farmer and labor - political 
groups were invited to participate. 
Six hun- 


dred delegates from all sections of the country 
were sent. 


Since the call sent out i>y' the Farmer-Labor 


party was for the purpose of federating 
tha 


various groups who express farmer and worker 
aspirations on the political field the delegates 
came to get federated political action. It was 
this fundamental drive for unified expression 
that enbales us .to understand what took place. 


The Farmer-Labor party, intended to hold a 


convention of its own just prior to the general 
conference of the invited groups. The conven- 
tion of the Farmer-Labor party and the con- 
ference of all the groups were both called for 
July. 3rd. Most of the delegates to the confer- 
ence did not know about the convention • and 
took seats on the floor of the Farmer-Labor 
convention. The 
credentials committee of the 


Farmer-Labor party further confuted the sit- 
uation by bringing in a report recommending 
the seating of all the delegates to the confer- 
ence in the Farmer-Labor convention. This re- 
port was accepted. 
Then when some of the 


Farmer-Labor people objected, the delegates 
to the conference thought that they were trying 
to exclude them. The misunderstandings that 
grew out of this confused situation led the del- 
egates to believe that the Coo.k county delega- 
tion of the Farmer-Labor party were trying to 
control the conference. From the moment that 
this idea got into the minds of the delegates, 
Fitzpntrick and Buck, of the Cook county dele- 
gation lost the confidence of the rank and file 
of the conference. 


This distrust was evident as soon as the con- 


ference convened. A dirt farmer from the state 
of Washington—William Bouck—was nominat- 
ed for permanent chairman, and Jay Brown, 
secretary. Brown was one of the few Chicago 
delegates who retained the confidence of the 
rank and file. 


As the conference was organized, the Wis- 


consin delegation made a motion embodying a 
plan of -proceedure for the conference. 
Dele- 


gate Manley of New York made a motion to 
amend the Wisconsin motion so. as to put the 
conference c-n record in favor of a Federated 
Farmer-Labor party and to arrange for an or- 
ganization committee made up 
of delegates

itated a scrap between those who thought that 
the time was not ripe for an independent party 
representing the interests of tho farmers and 
laborers and those who took the view that the 
present political situation presented an excel- 
lent opportunity to launch such a party. The 
vast majority of the delegates held that the 
amendment providing for tho immediate for- 
mation of a Federated 
Farmer-Labor party 


should pass. A part of tho Cook county dele- 
gates tried to obstruct . the passage of this 
amendment by getting- an adjournment -but 
were defeated decisively. The .amendment and 
the original Wisconsin motion were both pass- 
ed .before the noon recess of July 4th. 


As soon as the afternoon session of the 4th 


convened the organiation committee was se- 
lected 'by caucuses of 
the 
various groups. 


About 25 groups were represented on the or- 
ganization committee. No group had more than 
two members. 


The organization committee had the difficuJt 


problem of working out a plan -of federation 
acceptable to aJl the groups. As the committee 
was too large for effective work a sub-com- 
mittee of five was selected, to draw up a plan 
of federation. Likewise a sub-committee of five 
was selected to draw up the. Statement of Prin- 
ciples and .the platform of the new party. 


The work of the sub-committees was accept- 


ed by the organization committee and sent to 
the conference for approval. The reports of the 
committee were read amidst an impressive si- 
lence while the delegates of the conferenc lean- 
ed forwar dwith strained attention. 
' The attempt of .the Cook county delegation 
to disrupt the conference- 'began in earnest aft- 
er the reading of the reports of the organiza- 
tion committee. Strange as it may seem no 
fignt was made upon the Plan of Federation 
the Declaration of Principles or the Platform 
They met with the approval of practically all 
the delegates. 


The attempt to disrupt the conference began 


when the Cook county delegation lost control of 
the conference to the dirt farmers and indus- 
trial workers. Being unable to find anything to 
criticise in the Plan of Federation, the State- 


ment of 'Principles or the Platform, Fitzpatrick 
and Buck of the-Cook county delegaton, aided 
t»y one or two isolated delegates' from' othel 
delegations, attempted to atatwpeiJe and de- 
stroy the unity of the conference by dragging 
'the Tied Herring of ••Communism across the 
•trail that- led to federation. The' dirt farmers 
and industrial workers did not fall for B'uch 
old stuff but continued the work of federation 
to a successful issue. 


Wheti the leaders lost control to the rank 


and file they hunted about for some excuse to 
justify <fcheir attempt to disrupt. 
They made 


their stand on the charge that the Workers' 
party advocated violence and 
was 
affiliated 


•with the Third Internationale. The position of 
Fitzpatrick and Buck is highly amusing when 
one realizes that they are instrumental in in- 
viting the Workers' party to the 'conference. 
Also these same men withdrew from the Cleve- 
land Conference 'for Progressive Political Ac- 
tion and roundly denounced1 that conference be- 
cause it would not admit the Workers' party. 


The bad faith of Fitzpatrick and Buck is 


made evident when one studies the Declaration 
of Principles of" the Federated Farmer-Labor 
party..After enumerating the evils from which 
the farmers and industrial workers now suf- 
fer this document states; 


"In the face of these conditions only ONiB 


road lies open for the industrial workers and 
farmers to protect themselves against the ex- 
ploitation a*nd oppression of the financial and 
industrial interests.—to 
organize a

party representing the interests of 'industrial 
workers and farmers and enter-into the politi- 
cal arena to wrest control of the government 
from the hands of the financial and industrial

TJiig is a dear cut affirmation of the belief of 


the Federated Farmer-Labor party in political 
astion as the "ONE ROAD OPEN" for the 
eradication of the ills that now afflict the body 
politic.

out subscribing o his principle, the charges of 
Fitzpatrick, Buck and associates are absurd 
and motivated 'by viciousness.

Fitzpatrick and. his followers brought no proof 
that it was so affiliated and as the conference

•The Cook county delegates bolted the con- 


ference and did not join the Federated FBrm- 
er-Labor party. They did not succeed in carry- 


ing- 
all of their own delegation with 
them. 


None of the delegates representing, real dirt' 
farmers or real ind-ostrial workers 
followed 


;he lead of the Cook county delegation. When 
;he Cook county delegates bolted the remain- 
ing representatives of the old Farmer-Labor 
party selected the five members on the

:ional Executive Committee of the Federated 
Farmer-Labor party to which the old Farmer- 
"jabor party was entitled. 


All told not more than 50 of the 600 dele- 


rates present withdrew from the conference. 
Those that withdrew were not representative 
of the rank and ffle of the farmers and labor- 
ers. Many of them were men of wealth and

ments. Consequently no vital elements were lost 
vhen they eliminated themselves.

ran the conference. There were 10 delegatei 
of the Workers' party among the 600 delegates 
present. There were'about 140 more delegates 
who came from Left Wing unions .and who 
were influenced by the presence of Foster anS 
Ruth«n'berg. 
Thus about one-fourth of the 


delegates may be said to have been susceptible 
to suggestions from the Workers' party lead- 
ers. No conference could be controlled .by ona 
fourth of its members. The only reason why 
anyone could make such a statement regarding 
the leadership of the conference is that Fostei 
and Rubhe-nberg were always on the- side of 
the rank and file and spoke for the measures 
favored 'by the rank and file. They followed ths 
wishes of the rank and file and, being capable 
and strong speakers, quite naturally stood out 
in the deliberations of the conference. AH dur- 
ing the conference these men worked for a 
Federated Farmer-Labor party though
